Winter beds 
ward set to 
open at PAH 


A NEW £2.8m winter beds ward is to be 
built at Harlow's Princess Alexandra 
Hospital as it prepares to cope with the 
seasonal surge in demand for services. 

The hospital continually runs close to 
capacity during the winter months and 
any increase in pressure due to extremely 
cold weather or illness leaves it struggling 
to find all the beds required. 

Hospital trust chief executive Melanie 
Walker said: “This extra investment in bed 
availability will help us improve the care 
of all of our patients, including those 
arriving for planned treatment and those 
requiring more urgent care.” 

The new modular building will be cra¬ 
ned into position on top of the main visi¬ 
tors car park close to the accident and 
emergency department. It will provide 20 
vital extra beds. 

Preparation work is due to start on 
Monday and it is expected to be up and 
running before Christmas. 

The hospital is providing extra and well 
signed alternative patient and visitor 
parking around the hospital site. 

Parking for those staff who will be dis¬ 
placed from their normal parking areas to 
make way for visitors will include an addi¬ 
tional 60 extra places at the nearby 
Linkway multi-storey car park. 

The number of disabled parking spaces

on the hospital site will remain exactly the 
same. 

Some spaces in the main visitor car park 
will be freed up once initial construction 
work is completed. 

“We tried to avoid using some of the busy 
visitor parking area but alternative loca¬ 
tions did not work or failed to provide the 
additional number of beds we need,” said 
Ms Walker. 

“I would ask everyone to bear with us, 
particularly during the initial construc¬ 
tion phase. We will do all we can to mini¬ 
mise parking disruption.” 

The Government made an extra £250m 
available in the summer to help this win¬ 
ter and another £250m will follow in a 
year’s time. 

The £2.8m investment at PAH comes at a 
time when the hospital has been improv¬ 
ing its performance. It is now rated one of 
the best in the East of England. 

A new rating system issued by the Care 
Quality Commission to measure the qual¬ 
ity and safety of care patients receive 
places PAH in Band 5. Hospitals in the 
‘most at risk’ category are in Bands 1 and 
2 while those rated ‘least at risk’ are in 
Band 6.

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Bat attack victim 
may never regain 
full use of hand 

A PARTYGOER who was attacked 
with a baseball bat during a party 
may lose the full use of his left hand. 

Police revealed the extent of the 
25-year-old victim’s injuries as they 
renewed an appeal for witnesses. 

The man, who lives in Harlow and 
is still receiving hospital treatment, 
was one of three people injured 
during the party at Water Lane near 
Harlow on Sunday, September 22. 

Police officers were called to the 
property at about 1.40am following 
reports of a disturbance. They 
arrived to find that three people had 
been assaulted by a group of up to 
five men who had apparently 
gatecrashed after details were posted 
on Facebook. 

The 25-year-old was taken to 
Princess Alexandra Hospital where 
he was treated for a fractured arm 
and finger, cuts and lacerations to 
his face and head. 

PC James Smith said: “His hand 
was in a cast and he is now 
completing physiotherapy to regain 
movement in the hand. But having 
suffered a total of nine fractures in 
his middle finger he is unlikely to 
ever be able to bend it at the knuckle 
again.” 

Man suffers jaw 
break in assault 

A MAN suffered a broken jaw after 
being punched and kicked during an 
unprovoked assault in Harlow. 

The attack took place shortly after 
11pm on Saturday, October 26 as the 
39-year-old victim was walking with 
two friends along Hookfield towards 
shops at Bush Fair. 

They were approached by three 
men who shouted abuse at them 
before one approached the victim 
from behind and punched him on 
the back of the head before landing a 
barrage of blows. 

The victim was then kicked by two 
of them while he was on the ground. 

The man who landed the first 
punch is described as white, 5ft 9in 
tall, of skinny build, in his mid to late 
20s with short, dark hair. The second 
man is described as white, 5ft llin, 
of skinny build, 18-19 years old with 
short, dark hair. He was wearing a 
dark coloured long sleeve top and 
jeans.

Dog clamps jaws 
around tiny Teddy 


A DOG walker risked serious 
injury to save her stepdaughter’s 
Chihuahua when it was attacked 
by a bull terrier. 

Angela Hodgson, of Penshurst, 
Old Harlow, was walking the dog 
on a footpath across East Park 
when the terrier, which was on 
an extending lead, ran over and 
bit Teddy. 

The tiny Chihuahua suffered a 
perforated abdomen and exten¬ 
sive damage to his right hind leg 
in the attack. 

Mrs Hodgson, 64, was also hurt 
during the incident. 

“When I turned the corner from 
Park Hill I saw a man bending 
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down on the grass and his dog 
was sitting next to him,” she said. 

“As soon as it spotted Teddy it 
came bounding over and beca¬ 
use it had a long extendable lead 
it reached us and latched its jaws 
down on Teddy. 

“I had Teddy on a harness and 
the shortest setting of his lead. I 
lifted him up but I couldn’t get 
him high enough to be safe.” 

She added: “I held onto Teddy 
because I know that dogs shake 
their prey and the man couldn’t 
get his dog to let go. He ended up 


using a stick to unclamp his jaws. 

“Teddy was screaming and it 
was the most awful noise. He was 
panicking so much and he bit my 
hand trying to escape as I held 
onto him. 

“I was absolutely terrified, it 
was horrific.” 

Teddy, whose vet bills have so 
far reached £1,200, underwent 
exploratory surgery to assess his 
injuries but is now recovering 
well. 

Mrs Hodgson said she reported 
the incident to police but was 
told that because the other dog 
was on a lead it was deemed to be 
under control.

Councillor’s criticism of health 
centres trust is manifestly unfair 

SIR, We would like to respond on behalf of 
Harlow Health Centres Trust to the letter from 
Councillor Tony Hall (Star, October 31). 
Unfortunately much of the information 
contained in the letter is either incorrect or 
biased by being taken out of context. It would 
appear he is not cognisant of the circumstances 
surrounding the redevelopment of Lister House. 
HHCT was set up by Harlow Council in the early 
1980s and is now a registered charity governed 
by the Charities Commission to a strict set of 
rules. Great care is taken to ensure these rules/ 
restrictions are observed and, if necessary, legal 
advice is taken. Actions taken by HHCT are 
non political and without bias and the Trustees 
have never received remuneration directly or 
indirecdy for their service. 

The existing Lister House Health Centre 
was considered out of date and in need of 
replacement. The trust was in the process of 
doing this when it was approached by the 
council requesting the new building be relocated 
on the Abercrombie Way site, thereby enabling 
the council’s regeneration plans for die Staple 
Tye area to proceed. 

A sum of up to £500,000 was to be made 
available from central government funds to 
make the new site suitable for development; 
no council taxpayers’ money is being used to 
fund this redevelopment. Current calculations 
indicate the provision of a new building for 
health use will cost HHCT in excess of £100,000 
more per annum compared to the existing 
health centre. This was considered a worthwhile 
investment for the benefit of the people of 
Harlow. 

The figures quoted by Cllr Hall ignore the 
outstanding loans for building developments 
undertaken by HHCT across the town. The figure 
quoted of £2.5m held in cash is completely and 
utterly incorrect - HHCT’s balance in the bank 
from the last published accounts was £361,975. 
This is part of our operating surplus which we 
use for grants and donations to organisations in 
and around Harlow to improve healthcare and 
wellbeing. 

In 2013 we will have donated over £300,000 to 
further improve health care in the town. We also 
use these cash reserves to fund design on further 
new health centre developments in and around 
Harlow. 

Cllr Hall’s letter is manifestly unfair. HHCT’s 
sole (non-profit) purpose is to improve 
health care and wellbeing in Harlow and the 
surrounding areas and the new Lister House will 
be a cost-effective example of modern health 
centre facilities benefitting many thousands of 
Harlow patients.

UKIP’s by-election results show 
I’m far from being delusional 

SIR, It seems David Pugh seems to have some 
issues with UKIP and our growth and success 
( Letters , October 31). I thank him for helping 
with our publicity but I’ve no idea why he tells 
me to keep collecting bus tickets. 

Might I suggest that if the best he can do 
to illustrate his point is pick a Scottish 
parliamentary by-election, then he should look 
a little further afield. I also seem to recall that 
Scotland isn’t exactly a happy hunting ground for 
the Conservatives either - so coming fifth behind 
the four old establishment parties is probably 
where I would expect us to be! 

Take the parliamentary by-elections over the 


last year - UKIP finished second to Labour in 
South Shields, Rotherham and Middlesborough, 
and second to the Liberal Democrats in 
Eastleigh. 

Or perhaps you’d care to look at May’s county 
council elections where UKIP won 147 seats 
on 23 councils - results that if repeated in 2015 
would have given us an MP in Boston and at 
least two more. 

Here in Essex UKIP won nine seats, the same as 
Labour and the Liberal Democrats. In Harlow I 
was only 92 votes away from winning the Harlow 
South East division and in Harlow West Dan 
Long and Jerry Crawford came third and fourth 
- beating the Conservatives into fifth and sixth 
without being able to spend a single penny on 
their campaigns. 

So it really shows that if you vote UKIP you will 
get UKIP. I haven’t even mentioned the European 
Elections next May that most commentators 
expect us to win. 

Only one political party is increasing its 
membership - UKIP. In fact the Tories’ Bow 
Group think tank believe we could be bigger 
than the Conservatives by 2018. Some might say 
I’m far from delusional!

Council is doing all it can to 
alleviate town’s housing crisis 

SIR, If UKIP candidate Dan Long ( Letters , 
October 31) had been following council business 
over the past few months he would have noticed 
a couple of important matters. 

Firstly, it is the Tories at County Hall who are 
looking to close the children’s centres in Harlow. 
Harlow Council opposes this and is challenging 
County Hall to change its mind and protect the 
interests of the young people of Harlow. 

Secondly, Harlow Council has already consulted 
on and altered its allocations policy to reflect the 
wishes of people in the town and strengthened 
the local connection criteria required for 
applicants to join the Housing Needs Register. 
The issue remains, however, that demand 
outstrips supply with around 5,500 people 
wanting to be housed by the council. 


The ruling Labour administration is committed 
to increasing supply in any way it can. This is 
why we recently announced that for the first 
time in 25 years the council will commence the 
building of council houses, paid for by money 
ringfenced for affordable housing. The council 
has agreed to purchase properties on the open 
market and increased practical help and support 
for those wishing to downsize. 

For governments of the past 30 years the 
issue of housing has clearly been low down the 
agenda. Communities need a vibrant mixed 
economy of housing that is both affordable and 
secure and this should apply to both the public 
and private sectors. 

I was disappointed to read that, once again, 
the Government has downplayed the role of 
the minister for housing. If there is a belief 
at national level in local democracy being 
empowered, then surely the Government could 
give councils the ability to build more houses 
to tackle what is one of the most important 
problems of our time. 

Harlow Council is doing what it can to alleviate 
the housing crisis and it is now time for the 
Government to step up to the mark. It is time to 
be bold.

There are no winners in the 
winding up of advice service 

SIR, Congratulations to Harlow Council on 
“winning” the war to wind up Harlow Welfare 
Rights and Advice. 

With the service now finally terminated, the 
authority has not only deprived vulnerable and 
cash-strapped residents of an important 
facility, it has also accrued legal costs running 
into many hundreds of thousands of pounds. It 
is unlikely to be able to claim back any of the 
money owed to it by HWRA - a debt the service 
always intended to pay if allowed time to do so. 

In addition, the purpose-built Advice Centre 
stands empty - yet another dreary, abandoned 
unit in the blighted town centre and the 
council is now obliged to pay business rates on 
the property. 


Forces within the Civic Centre who were 
determined to shut the service down have 
ploughed on to the bitter end and must now be 
congratulating themselves. 

And what a result for the ruling Labour 
group! In bringing about the closure of one of 
Harlow’s flagship facilities, it has succeeded 
where even the previous Tory administration 
failed. 

Yes, the council has “won” the legal fight but 
there are no victors in this sad campaign - 
least of all the town of Harlow and its 
struggling council taxpayers.

Without HWRA the elderly and 
vulnerable are easy targets

Survey will examine key issues 
for workers caring for loved one 

SIR, Increasing numbers of Star readers will be 
taking on care of loved ones. Over half will be 
juggling paid work with unpaid care for loved 
ones. 

In particular we are seeing a rise in the number 
of working families supporting a loved one 
with dementia. They may not instantly identify 
themselves a ‘carer’. It might be they are helping 
a parent or an older relative with shopping, 
housework, medication or getting about. 

Help can start at a few hours a week, but it can 
also suddenly creep up and become difficult to 
manage, especially if families are living apart. 

Caring for an older loved often comes at peak 
career age. Without the right support the strain 
of caring and working, often alongside raising 
children, can force employees with valuable 
experience and skill out of the workforce. 

Carers UK’s research shows 2.3m people in the 
UK have given up work to care for a loved one. 
Businesses we are working with tell the same 
story as the statistics - dementia care is a key 
issue for workforce retention, recruitment and 
resilience. 

Through a survey launched this week we will 
examine key issues and support needs for 
employees caring for a loved one with dementia 
and practical ways in which employers and other 
parties can help.

New UTC ‘won’t 
be easy option’ 
warns principal

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WITH building work about to start on Harlow’s 
new University Technical College, the man 
who will take the helm has spoken of his enthu- 
siam for the challenges that lie ahead. 

Planning permission for the multi-million 
pound building - named the Sir Charles Kao 
University Technical College in honour of the 
Nobel Prize-winning scientist who pioneered 
the development and use of fibre optics while 
working for Standard Telephones and Cables in 
Harlow - was granted last month. 

It will be located on the Harlow College campus 
in Velizy Avenue and is due to open in September 
next year. 

The college will take students aged 14-19 who 
will be taught the foundation subjects of English, 
mathematics and science as well as working 
towards technical qualifications built around 
the UTC’s specialisms of medical technology 
and smart environments. 

Principal designate Mike McKeaveney said: 
“We will provide the core curriculum as well as 
the industry challenges that young people going 
into these particular areas will or could come 
across. 

“Our aim is to get students work-fit and univer¬ 
sity-fit. Students will follow both specialisms 
until Year 11 and then can specify which route 
they want to take. 

“It’s about arming them with experience as 
well as those soft skills but it is not an easy 
option.” 

The UTC will work with several industry spe¬ 
cialists in partnerships and sponsorships, 
including Anglia Ruskin University, Johnson’s 
Control, GlaxoSmithKline and Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital. 

Mr McKeaveney, who recently moved to 


Hertfordshire to commit to his new role, has pre¬ 
vious experience at a London UTC. 

“I cannot wait to get started,” he said. “I’m 
really excited about this and I wouldn’t take the 
job unless I thought it was a great fit. Every time 
I had a conversation about the UTC it just built 
my enthusiasm. 

“There will be opportunities to work locally as 
well as elsewhere. It’s about options and helping 
young people.” 

He added: “I want to celebrate every bit of suc¬ 
cess that the students have. We want to develop 
them so they are work and university fit and work 
positively with other schools in Harlow. 

“It isn’t about poaching students but providing 
the best opportunities for the town and sur¬ 
rounding area’s young people. We’re going to 
make our mark and it’s going to be a really posi¬ 
tive mark.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who championed 
the case for the UTC, said: “I spent two years 
with the college working to get this UTC in 
Harlow. It will offer a vocational education that 
will provide young people with an incredible 
opportunity and fantastic skills for them to use 
in the future. 

“I cannot wait until September 2014. The Sir 
Charles Kao University Technical College is 
going to be one of Harlow’s finest achievements.”

Essex County Council has 
started a consultation on 
plans to reduce the youth 
services budget by £3m by 
2014/15 to just £2.1m. 

A group of protestors - 
including members of the 
youth council and represent¬ 
atives from Occasio House - 
travelled to Essex County 
Council’s headquarters in 
Chelmsford. 

The youth ouncil collected 
signatures for a petition 
which will be submitted to 
the consultation. 

Labour parliamentary 
hopeful Suzy Stride and 
Councillor Emma Toal, 
Harlow Council’s portfolio 
holder for youth and citizen¬ 
ship, provided a coach to the 
march, which was organised 
by trade union Unite. 

Ms Stride said: “We will 
keep fighting to save the 
youth service from ECC Tory 
cuts because we believe in 
investing in young people 


and in communities. 

“I hope the council listen to 
us and change their minds. 

“Young people in Harlow 
need the youth services. 
They’re not a luxury, they’re 
vital to their job prospects 
and general well-being. 

Cllr Toal added: “I was 
proud to stand shoulder-to- 
shoulder with young people 


from across Essex to stand up 
for what is right. 

“It was a really powerful 
demonstration, young peo¬ 
ple might not have a vote but 
they definitely have a voice 
and that was heard at the 
protest.” 

Harlow Conservative MP 
Robert Halfon added his 
voice to the campaign and 


called on the Government to 
safeguard the future of youth 
services. 

Mr Halfon has also asked 
the Leader of the House of 
Commons, Andrew Lansley, 
for a debate on youth servic¬ 
es in Harlow. 

In a letter Mr Halfon said: “I 
hope that you may be able to 
offer some reassurance.”

Suspects arrested 
after Islamic centre 
arson attack face 
no further action 

FOUR people arrested in 
connection with an arson 
attack on Harlow Islamic 
Centre back in August will 
have no further action 
taken against them. 

All four were released on 
bail after their arrests but 
detectives on Thursday 
confirmed they were no 
longer suspects. 

As a result of the 
development officers 
investigating the incident 
have renewed their appeal 
for information and are 
asking people to have 
another close look at CCTV 
images that were released 
in the wake of the attack. 

Three men are seen to 
approach the building in 
Paringdon Road at 1.24am 
on Monday, August 26. One 
can be seen to be holding a 
drill while another is 
holding what police believe 
to be a canister of 
insulation foam. 

People arriving for early 
morning prayers found 
insulation foam had been 
sprayed under all of the 
shutters which cover the 
doors and windows. 

Chief Inspector Ed Wells, 
of Essex Police, said at the 
time: “It appears they [the 
culprits] have set fire to 
foam at one of the centre’s 
doors which has damaged 
the wall, but thankfully not 
taken hold of the building.”

Advice service 
to continue to 
help residents 


SUPPORTERS of Harlow’s embattled 
welfare rights and advice service have 
vented their anger at Harlow Council 
after it was granted a winding-up order. 

HWRA, which this week said it was 
exploring other ways which would allow 
it to continue to provide help to people in 
the town, insisted the authority could 
have resolved the matter out of court. 

Alan Jones, former councillor and lead¬ 
er of Harlow Council and now secretary 
of the Friends of Welfare Rights & Advice, 
said: “I am ashamed of Harlow Council 
and I am ashamed of Harlow Labour 
Party. 

“Harlow Council could have resolved 
this matter and dealt with it in the inter¬ 
ests of the town.” 

The service got into debt because of 
temporary cashflow problems when 
expected external funding was delayed. 

HWRA’s offer to pay before its contract 
was terminated was rejected by the coun¬ 
cil which dispouted the service’s ability 
to pay. 

In making the winding-up order HWRA 
said the judge expressed his sorrow at the 
loss of another advice centre service, 
especially when legal aid was being cut. 

He told the group he had no alternative 
but to grant the order because HWRA had 
been unable to satisfy him on technical 
legal points, the most important of which

was to demonstrate its counterclaim was 
greater than the sum owed to the coun¬ 
cil. 

HWRA said this was partly due to not 
being able to access IT records and docu¬ 
ments stored at the Advice Centre in the 
town. 

HWRA claim that contrary to what 
councillors were advised by officers, the 
judge said the council could use discre¬ 
tion and did not have to apply for a wind¬ 
ing up order. 

Mr Jones said: “We need people like 
HWRA to fight for those who need expert 
support. 

“I abhor the demonization of decent, 
honest people who have given their whole 
working lives to helping Harlow and 
Harlow people. That is unacceptable.” 

Chair of the Friends Cliff Moore added: 
“HWRA helped thousands of people 
every year. Many people have helped 
with donations large and small to fund 
our campaign to support the service. 

“All deserve to see what is being sacri¬ 
ficed without just cause - and at massive 
expense to council taxpayers.” 

Harlow Council said they stood by the 
statement they released last week after 
the decision was announced. 


Suspended sentence for driver in police chase 


A DRIVER who led police on a 60mph 
chase before crashing in Old Harlow 
has been given a suspended jail sen¬ 
tence. 

Thomas Purvis, 23, of Potter Street, 
Harlow, pleaded guilty at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Monday to danger¬ 
ous driving, failing to stop, driving 
with no insurance and possession of 
cocaine. 

The court was told that because he 


had the drug on him Purvis panicked 
and accelerated away from police 
after they tried to stop him. He drove 
straight across mini roundabouts and 
eventually crashed into a bush and 
ran off. 

He was tracked down and finally 
found hiding in a garden in Old 
Harlow. 

Daniel Howell, representing Purvis, 
said in mitigation his client wanted to 


get to grips with his drug problem. 
“He accepts he has been foolish to 
dabble in drug,” said Mr Howell. 

Recorder Michael Ashe imposed a 
three-month prison sentence sus¬ 
pended for 18 months, with the 
supervision order, a three-month 
electronically tagged curfew from 
9pm to 5am and drug and alcohol 
treatment programmes. Purvis was 
also ordered to pay £425 costs.

Dad uses a 3D printer to 
build a hand for his son 



A FATHER has created a prosthetic 
hand for his 12-year-old son using a 
3D printer. 

Paul McCarthy from the USA, made 
the inexpensive yet functional 
prosthetic hand for his son Leon, who 
was born without fingers on one of his 
hands. 

The family had been told when Leon 
was very young that he needed to get 
used to using his hand without 
prosthetics and try to acquire a full 
range of abilities and motion, but a 


doctor recently said they should start 
looking at prosthetic options. 

Mr McCarthy began searching for a 
way to help his son and came across 
Robohand online with instructions on 
how to use a 3D printer to make a 
prosthetic hand, reported CBS News. 

Leon’s new hand gives him the ability 
to carry out tasks such as picking up a 
water bottle and a pencil. 

It cost between $5 and $10 to make 
compared to the $30,000 cost of a 
prosthetic.

A POLICE constable from Old 
Harlow is planning to have her 
head shaved for charity. 

Lauren Eifert will then give her 
tresses to an organisation that 
makes wigs for children who lose 
their hair while undergoing 
treatment for cancer. 

Lauren, 31, made the decision 
after watching her dad beat pros¬ 
tate cancer and her aunt survive 
breast cancer. She hopes to raise 
£2,000 for Team PB, a joint cam¬ 
paign between Prostate Cancer 
Charity and Breast Cancer Care. 

“I want to raise as much aware¬ 
ness as possible,” she said. 
“There’s a lot of publicity about 
cancer but people still aren’t 
checking themselves and aren’t 
aware of how common it is. 

“One in eight people are diag¬ 
nosed with breast cancer every¬ 
day, it’s such a common thing 
and because it’s hit home I really 
want to do something to raise 
awareness and money.” 

Lauren’s father Pierre, 67, was 


diagnosed with prostate cancer 
two years ago. 

She said: “Thankfully he was 
diagnosed quite early on. He 
went through chemotherapy and 
radiotherapy and had steroid 
injections twice a week. 

“He looked about 20 years older 
when he was going through it 
and he lost all his hair, but it’s 
come back thicker and darker. 
He’s in remission now.” 

Lauren’s aunt, Janet Cavill, was 
told she had breast cancer three 
years ago. 

“She had a lumpectomy in one 
of her breasts.,” said Lauren. 
“She went through a year of 
treatment and she came out 
fighting. She looks very well 
now.” 

Lauren added: “I’ve never been 
a runner so I thought I would 
shave my hair off. I love my hair 
and I’ve grown it specifically for 
this.”

75-year-old John 
White, of The 
Seeleys. 

Born in Royston in 
Yorkshire, Mr White 
was brought up in a 
close-knit mining 
community. During 
his childhood he 
collected cigarette 
cards of cricketers 
and his prize 
possession was one 
of his hero Norman 
Yardley, who was 
from the same village and 
captained Yorkshire and 
England. 

The book, which features a 
foreword by Yard ley’s son Ed 
and photographs from the 


Yardley family albums, contains 
a potted history of Yorkshire 
cricket illustrated with 
hundreds of items from Mr 
White’s personal collection of 
pictures, photographs, 

postcards, press 
cuttings, books 
and, of course, 
cigarette cards. 

The 1930s and 
later the 1960s 
were particularly 
fruitful times for 
Yorkshire and Mr 
White captures the 
triumphs and the 
heroes. What also 
comes through is 
how much it meant 
to succeed in 
cricket when the 
alternative could 
be a factory job or working in 
the pit.

HE Royal British Legion’s Poppy Appeal is one of 
the nation’s largest and most loved fundraising 
campaigns. This year’s appeal focuses on 
support for Armed Forces families. 

The Poppy Appeal has been running in the UK since 
1921. Poppies were first suggested as a symbol of 
remembrance in the USA in November 1918 by Moina 
Michael, an American War Secretary who had been 
inspired by John McCrae’s poem In. 

In August 1921 Madame Guerin introduced her 
poppies to the British Legion. The next suitable 
occasion for a poppy-linked appeal was Armistice 
Day and so the first Poppy Appeal was born. 


In 1922 Major George Howson, a young infantry 
officer, formed the Disabled Society to help disabled 
ex-servicemen and women from the First World War.

1922. 

The original poppy was designed so that workers 
with a disability could easily assemble it and this 
principle remains today.

Simple steps to help 
keep burglars at bay 


I T is a fact that every autumn, 
in the run-up to Christmas, 
the house burglary rate rises in 
most areas of the country... 
and this includes Harlow. 

A lot of police resources 
locally are being targeted 
towards preventing burglaries 
and our uniform and CID 
teams have had some good 
successes in the past couple of 
weeks. 

For example, two local 
teenagers have been charged 
with a burglary in Brockles 
Mead, two men have been 
charged with a burglary in Old 
Harlow and, as I write this 
column, three males are in 
custody answering questions 
about incidents in Manor 
Hatch and Five Acres. 

Obviously, the fact that these 
arrests have been made means 
that house break-ins are still 
happening, although the 
number has been falling over 
the past couple of years. There 
are some very simple tips to try 
to avoid being a victim, bearing 
in mind that many of these 
crimes happen during the day 
when people are out at work or 
shopping. 

If you are out during the day 
or early evening - from 4pm 
onwards - leave a light on at 
home. 

Don’t leave your side gate 
open and arrange for deliveries 
to be made when you are at 
home. 

The most important and most 
simple tip I can give you is if 
you have a UPVC door always 
pull the handle up and lock it. 
Do not assume that lifting the 
handle activates the deadbolts. 
It does not.

Slugging it out 
with slimy invader 



IMAGINE a Britain without vegetable patches, al¬ 
lotments or beautiful flower beds, where gardeners 
are unable to grow anything outside, knowing any 
plants will be ravaged by a foreign predator. 

This is, admittedly, a worst case scenario, but still 
not an impossible one, says scientist Dr Ian Bedford, 
head of entomology in the John Innes Centre in 
Norwich. He is leading a group of scientists in a 
project to monitor sightings of the Spanish slug, 
Arion vulgaris, a particularly aggressive and large 
slug (pictured) which breeds and eats at a faster rate 
than our native species and has so much slime on its 
body many native predators are put off. 

The scientists launched a website, slugwatch. 
co.uk, a couple of weeks ago, asking people to 
report sightings. Within 10 days, there had been 
18,000 visitors to the site and more than 800 
submissions, some reporting the Spanish slugs, Dr 
Bedford confirms. 

He says that the reports from the public may also 
give scientists an idea of whether ‘Arion vulgaris' is 
breeding with native species to form a hybrid that 
combines the worst of the Spanish slug with the 
tolerance to frosts and cold from our own species. 

This year has generally been a bad year for slugs. 
Late spring frosts killed off a lot of them, but this 
may just be offsetting the plague that could follow 
- we need late spring frosts and early winters to kill 
off juvenile slugs to keep numbers down. 

Last year, however, was a different story as, fol¬ 
lowing a mild spring and wet summer, Dr Bedford

found Spanish slugs ravaging his own garden in 
Norfolk. 

"The only vegetables which survived the onslaught 
were parsnips,” he recalls. "They attacked legumes, 
onions and chives. They ate broad beans, French 
beans and runner beans and were going to the top 
of the plants and eating them from the top down¬ 
wards. I couldn't get carrots past early germination 
stage and the same with lettuces and beetroot. 

"All the potato foliage was eaten, although I did 
manage to harvest some potatoes, and the foliage 
of onions was also attacked, which resulted in very 
small onions.” 

He had evidence of Spanish slugs eating snails and 
even working their way through dog faeces and eat¬ 
ing dead animals such as mice. 

Growing plants which slugs don't like may provide 
some solution for domestic gardeners, though. 

"The plants which don't seem to get attacked by 
slugs are the ones which have high levels of plant 
oils, such as rosemary, which has high levels of 
camphor, and lavender," says Dr Bedford. 

Other plants not favoured by slugs include azal¬ 
eas, pieris, geraniums, mature shrubs and conifers, 
although Dr Bedford points out that last year Span¬ 
ish slugs ate his buddleia and rudbeckias. 

Contrary to reports, slug pellets will kill Spanish

slugs but because of their voracious appetite they 
will eat a lot of slug pellets before they die, he notes. 

It's better to go on slug patrol early morning and 
at dusk, preferably after rain, as these huge slugs are 


highly visible, and pick them off before putting them 
into a bucket of water containing detergent which 
will cause them to sink, he advises. Then dispose of 
them and bleach the bucket to kill off any bacteria. 

Winter digging may also help expose the eggs, 
which look like an off-white jelly about a quarter of 
the size of a pea. They are generally laid up to 5cm 
under the soil surface, or under logs and stones, or 
terracotta plant pots. 

Slugs are nothing new to gardeners nationwide. 

On average a UK garden is home to more than 
20,000 slugs and it is estimated that an acre of 
farmland can support more than 250,000 of the 
slippery creatures. 

The RHS takes a more cautious approach regard¬ 
ing how great a threat the Spanish slug is to our 
gardens. Guy Barter, head of RHS advisory service, 
says: “We are not clear what the threat is or how 
widespread it is likely to be. At this point there's 
no reason to be anxious about it. We need more 
evidence."

AS misfortune stacks upon tragedy in 
Alfonso Cuaron's deep space survival 
thriller, the stricken heroine greets her 
seemingly inevitable demise with a 
moment of deadpan humour. 

"I hate space," she sighs, resigned to 
the terrifying fate that awaits her. 

And by the conclusion of the film 
which puts its lead character through 
the physical and emotional wringer as 
she drifts through the inky void, we 
hate it, too. 

Scripted by Cuaron and his son Jonas, 
the film is lean and runs to a sprightly 
91 minutes, most of which will be 
spent marvelling at the virtuosity 
of the camerawork, editing and 
spectacular visual effects. 

Avatar and Life Of Pi may have 
pushed the boundaries of 3D but 
Gravity propels the format into 
another universe. It is a film that 
demands to be seen on the largest 
possible screen, preferably IMAX 3D, 
which gives the impression of floating 
with the astronauts as they face life- 
or-death choices.

ENERGY costs are up 
again and although Ed 
Milliband has said Labour 
will freeze energy prices 
while David Cameron says 
he’ll increase competition 
in the sector, neither 
proposal is likely to 
happen soon. 

There are plenty of 
things you can do to 
reduce your energy bills. 
Apart from shopping 
around for a better deal 
you can take some steps 
to help yourself. 

Is your loft properly 
insulated? Even if you 
already have insulation it 
will need to be 270mm 
deep which is the 
recommended depth for 
mineral wool insulation. It 
costs around £300 for the 
average home (there are 
some grants available) 
and you should save up to 
£175 a year. 

Turning the heating 
down by just a few 
degrees can make a big 
difference, too. If you 
reduce it from the average 
20 degrees down to 19 
degrees you may not even 
notice the difference but 
every degree is worth 
approximately £65 a year. 
Make sure your hot water 
is set at 60C or 140 F; if 
it’s not you could be 
wasting money. 

Lights account for some 
19 per cent of your 
electricity bill. If you 
replace all your standard 
bulbs with energy saving 
ones you’ll save around 
save £60 a year. 

Something else that’s 
quick and simple to do is 
to put draught excluders 
in those gaps around 
doors and windows. And 
since around 14 per cent 
of air escapes via the 
chimney, it is also worth 
sealing up any unused 
fireplaces. This can save 
you around £75 a year. 

If you take a shower 
instead of a bath it uses 
almost 70 per cent less 
hot water. 

Just turning appliances 
off rather than leaving 
them on standby will save 
you around £50-£90 each 
year 

Your boiler accounts for 
79 per cent of your fuel 
usage. Replacing one 
costs around £1,500- 
£2,000 but could save 
over £200 a year if it was 
old and inefficient.

As you look through the pages of 
most property-related newspapers 
and magazines, you are likely to 
come across one survey or another 
that seeks to prove how various 
property improvements add a 
certain percentage to the value of a 
property. 

There has recently been a marked 
increase in the number of people 
undertaking improvements whose 
motivation is specifically to increase 
the value of their property prior to 
a sale. If you are considering such 
improvements, you should 
approach such surveys with caution. 
For example, the public s response 
to a recent survey as to which 
home improvements were most 
likely to add value were at odds 
with the view of a panel of 
property valuation experts and 
Chartered Surveyors. The public s 
view was that a new kitchen would 
add more value than either a loft 
conversion or an extension. 
Certainly, whilst a new kitchen 
might be the most impressive of the 
three and have the greatest initial 


impact, we would agree with the 
expert view that an extension, 
closely followed by a loft 
conversion, would generally 
contribute more to a property s 
value than a kitchen. 

This is because, unlike a kitchen, an 
extension of some description 
actually increases the size and 
hence usability of the property. This 
means that it is likely to appeal to 
more buyers and therefore 
generate a higher price for your 
home. This is especially true where 
the additional space means that 
your property falls into the category 
of buyer above that in which it 
stood before it was extended. For 
example, a two bedroom cottage 
suddenly appeals to the family 
market once a third bedroom and 
second bathroom are added.
